Washoe is tho first county iu the 


State, and although it has hud some 
officials who have taken advantage of it 
as a rule the oounty has beer, better and 
more economically governed than any 
•county in the State, tho cost averaging 
about $50,000 per annum. Last year 
the expenses of the county government 
of Eureka amounted to nearly $150,000, 
and the officials acd newspapers out 
there raised a hue and cry that it was 
^all because of the Salary Law. An ex- 
amination of the bills allowed will show 
that notwithstanding the abuse of tho 
Salary Law, the sum appropriated for 
salaries, just and unjust, did not reach 
one-third of the total expense. 
The 


Grand Jury has just reported and it 
discloses how tho Salary Law was 
abused, by reporting that the County 
•Clerk was paid $300 extra for ox-officio 
services as Town Clerk, the Auditor 
was allowed $900 for services ns Town 
Auditor, and the Treasurer drew his 
$2,400, and yet was allowed a Deputy to 
perform the work. The Grand Jury 
says: 


W« find that the old Board of Couuty 


•Commisioners have allowed bills and 
•expended the county funds with a 
recklessness which to us appears unac- 
countable, except on the theory either 
of dishonesty or incapacity. \Ve huve 
concluded to 
find 
no 
indictments 


against them, fearing that they might 
escape through the teuhuic.ilitios of the 
law, and believing that no good would 
resulc. 


Tho report concludes as follows: 
We would also recommend generally 


that greater economy be used iu the 
management of all county affairs, and 
that tho county business be conducted 
on the same principle that u good busi- 
ness man would use in his own affairs. 
We dsk in conclusion that the County 
Commissioners recognize the fact that 
the taxpayers of this county have other 
objects in life besides working for the 
benefit of the office-holders and politi- 


Tlie Unearned liullroixl Grants. 


BORAX. 


The failure of Congress to legislate 


upon the railroad land grant question is 
a source of deep disgust to the official 
of the Land Bureau of the Interior De- 
partment. 
The Commissioner of the 


General Land Office said Thursday that 
Congress had by its neglect shifted the 
burden to the Interior Department, al- 
thongh the Department could do noth- 
ing to answer the popular demand ioi 
ihe forfeiture of 
unearned 
railroad 


lands, the Supreme Court having de- 
cided that Congress alone had power to 
restore these lands to the public do- 
main. The question, he said, was be- 
coming more complicated every day, 
and the Department could do nothing. 
Congress, he thought, should have be- 
gun with the grants about which there 
could hi\ve been no dispute, where com- 
panies to which they were granted had 
made no attempt to build their lines. 
Then they should have taken up the 
cases of companies which had only 
constructed portions of their line, and 
declined to complete them, and follow- 
ing these, should have come to the 
more complicated cases of the com- 
panies whose lines had not been' com- 
pleted within the specified time, but 
which were putting the work along with 
the intention of completing it. 
In this 


way he thought, something might have 
been achieved. The Department of the 
Interior, he said, had done its share of 
the work, and had conveyed Co Congress 
all the information asked for in refer- 
ence to these land grants, nnd that 
Congress had failed to settle the ques- 
tion was not because it was lacking in 
information. 


Nome New Fact* Concerning Its In- 


troduction. 


There is one artiolo of merchandise 


enumerated in the new Tariff bill, on 
which an import has been laid for the 
purposes of discouraging its importa- 
tion and encouraging its homo produc- 
tion, which is largely a Nevada pro- 
duct. This is borax, of which large 
quantities are gathered iu thia State 
and in California. Few people except 
those engaged directly in its production 
and sale are likely to take much interest 
iu the tariff on borax, and yet it is an 
article of almost universal use. Prior 
to the discovery of the California and 
Nevada fields large quantities of the 
mineral were imported from Turkey and 
Italy. 
Its value then was about 35 


cents a pound. At present the produc- 
tion of American borax has depressed 
the price to 10 cents a pound, and it 
would have gone still lower and caused 
the cessation of mining operations in 
California and Nevada, if mining it can 
be called, if Congress had not imposed 
a customs duty upon the foreign pro- 
duct. This duty is 5 cents a pound and 
is te bs levied after July 1st. 
The local 


producers look forward with much satis- 
faction to that period. The S. F. Chron- 
icle says the production of borax in the 
United States at present is not suffi- 
cient to supply the demand. But it is 
thought that when tho price shall have 
risen a few cents under the fostering in- 
fluence of the duty first imposed, the 
production will increase sufficiently to 
supply the entire market. At now rul- 
ing prices borax-making in the Pacific 
States is not a business which yields a 
great profit. There are it is true, im- 
mense fields of the mineral, but they 
are distant districts not easy of aces us, 
and while the cost of condensation is 
not great, the cost of freighting is so 
h-:avy that there remains but a very 
BiH-ill margin. A number of incorpor- 
ated companies, who in the enthusiasm 
engendered by the first discovery, un- 
dertook the business, have gone the 
way of all flesh. Some years ago there 
was one company which operated quite 
successfully in Lake county. There 
was in the employ of this company a, 
young engineer who sometimes struck 
an idea. The borax iu that particular 
locality was conducted from the waters 
of a little lake which was very strongly 
impregnated with the mineral. The en- 
gineer, therefore, conceived the idea 
that if the water on top contained so 
much borax, that underground must 
contain much more. 
He therefore in- 


duced the company to bore at the bunks 
of tha )ake. The auger went down and 
struck, not borax water, but a good, 
strong stream of fresh water, which 
began to flow into the lake and thinned 
it so much that it did rio longer pay to 
condense its waters for tha sake of the 
mineral. 


The borax fields which have been 


worked so far have been generally small 
in extent. 
Ouly those in the neighbor- 


hood of Rood roads have been operated 
upon. These are easily exhausted and 
the operators have to hunt for now 
borax fields. This is the cause and ori- 
gin of the numerous borax mining com- 
panies which are incorporated each 
year. 
Several of those lately formed 


are to operate in luyo county, where 
the borax fields are very extensive. The 
water of Lower Owens' lake contains » 
very largo percentage of borax. 
In 


early days prospectors loved to wash 
their gray or black wooieu blankets in 
this water, because it removed, not only 
dirt, but also all color. They also liked 
to bathe in it, because the poorest 
swimmer would float in its saline fluid. 


A Montana Man's Bat! Bet. 


During the last cold spell, while the 


thermometer was 25 degrees below zero, 
a traveler offered to bet $100 if some- 
body wonldl' asben'd the top of a moun- 
tain on Big 'Hole, which was about 1200 
feet above the river, 'the winner to as- 
cend it with nothing on bat a pair of 
boots. The bet was accepted, and a 
young railroad man named Puirchand' 
held the wager. 
The Montana man 


started absolutely naked above his rub- 
ber boots, a whisky bottle in the left 
band, a twig of long-leaved pine in the 
other. Arousing applause of the crowd 
of spectators greeted the hero when he* 
reached the top, and after that, while 
he came on the jump back. He was 
speedy, indeed. His face was reddened 
from the empty whisky bottle, his back 
scarred by scourging himself with the 
pine twig, and the uncovered p'art of his 
legs were blue with dullness, 
The 


traveler, apparently confounded,skipped 
out leaving his stake, which was recog- 
nized the other day as a nice $100 
counterfeit bill. 


Every sort of fancy jewelry is in 


vogue now, chiefly silver and out steel. 
Old German oxidized silver, set with 
stones, is popular, and quaint coins 
mounted as necklets, clasps or buttons. 
Several small fancy brooches are to be 
seen on a single lace jabot, and some 
ladies fasten their watches on to the 
bodice of their dress with a ribbon, 
looking like a medal, attached to a 
good sized fanoy button. Large spiders 
in delicate plain and diamond-cut silver 
fasten lace fichuea and ties, or are 
fastened on one shoulder on an even- 
ing bodice, or in lace near the throat 
ol a black satin or brocade morning 
dress. A narrow gold wire bangle is 
fastened by a bee, composed of small 
stones, real or imitation, set iu silver;

EASTEB EGGS. 


Something; About tbe Ctutoiu-Uow 


to Dye TIiuui. 


Easter comes verj early indeed this 


year; upon the 25th of March, which is 
almost as early as it oan ever be, and 
next week children will begin to think 
about preparing what in good old times 
used to be called paas eggs. It is a 
good plan, too, for the egg oolorers of a 
neighborhood to hold a sort of "bee," 
and unite in the production of the 
dyes, thus saving time and money. The 
exchange of eggs between friends, as a 
token of love or friendship, is a very 
ancient custom, dating back almost to 
the flood, for it is a symbol of the ark, 
as well as of the resurrection, which is 
the reason that they ore presented at 
Easter. It is moreover a very universal 
custom prevailing among different na- 
tions and religions. The Jews placed 
egga on their Passover tables, the 
Druids used them in their ceremonies, 
and the Persians frequently give them 
as New Year's gifts. If you should 
happen to be in Russia this mouth, a 
Russian 
would greet you on Easter 


morning with "Christ has risen," and 
offer you an Easter egg, and stranger 
still, if you were in the far East, a 
Mohammedan would do the same. At 
city confectioners', fancy sugar eggs — 
some of them of enormous size, 
aud 


containing panoramas 
of landscapes 


and figures, or else filled with bon bans 
— may be had at all prices; but appro- 
priate home made ones are worth twice 
as much. Agues Carr, in the American 
Agriculturist for March, gives a leoeipt 
for dyeing Easter eggs, ns follows: "To 
dye eggs, onion skins out in the water 
in which they are boiled will make 
them a bright yellow; or, if left longer 
in the solution, a rich brown. Log 
wood or violet ink, gives a royal purple 
Cochineal, pink and crimson; and many 
pieces of chintz or bright ribbons that 
fade easily, if sewed tightly round the 
eggs, will color them nicely in figures, 
stripes or dots. 
Another way is to dip 


the egg into hot water, and then write 
a name or motto on the shell with tal- 
low. 
It is thou boiled in the solution 


of dye-wood, when the inscription will 
appear in white, upon a colored ground. 
Those who are skillful with ppuoil and 
paint-brush uan present their friet.ds 
with rually eiquisit souvenirs, by orna- 
menting eggs with flowers and butter- 
flies, or appropriate texts of scripture. 
For these painted eggs, it is better to 
puncture a tiny hole with a pin in ench 
side, and blow out the inside, leaving a 
clear shell, than to boil them; and the 
apertures can be concealed by stars of 
silver or gilt paper."

What an Examination of the Dom- 


mia»ioiiers' Report Reveal*. 


The local reporter of the Virginia 


Chronicle has been studying the report 
of the Commissioners for the Care of 
the Indigent Insane of this State and 
says it is a very interesting document. 
It shows that the number of patients at 
the Lungdon & Clark Asylum, Cali- 
fornia, on January 1, 1881, was 140. 
The number committed from the 1st of 
January, 1881, to the 1st of July, 1882, 
was 51, making a total of 191. 
Of these 


17 were discharged and 2ii died, leiving 
148 patients, which were removed from 
California to the Nevada Asylum. 


The first commitment of Nevada's 


insane to the Langdon & Clark Asy.lom 
was made July 15, 1871, and consisted 
of 9 patients, which number in the 
intervening 12 years has increased to 
191, 
The number of male patients is 


disproportionate to that of the females, 
there being 147 of the former to 44 of 
the latter. Ireland furnishes the highest 
quota of these unfortunates, 51 being' 
natives of that isle; the United States 
ranks neit, the number being 43. 
The 


balance are natives of the 
various 


European States, tbe British Dominions 
and Mexico. The age at which reason 
abdicates her sway ranges from 11 to 
70. 
There are 14 patients whose 


ages are not known. The period of 
life at which the greatest number go 
insane is from 30 to 40 years, there 
being 50 of this class. But 5 were com- 
mitted over 00 years old; 28 lost their 
minds when over 40 years old; 18 be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 30, and the 
same number between GO.andSO. Thus 
we see that the average of insanity in 
this State is greatest at the period of 
man's very prime—from 30 to 40 years 
—the ten years preceding and the ten 
years succeeding furnishing precisely 
the same number, at a percentage nearly 
two-thirds lower. The causes of in- 
sanity are numerous, masturbation be- 
ing the leading element, there being no 
less than 31 cases from this alone. 
Whatever mischief can be laid at Cu- 
pid's door, but one single case of insan- 
ity is attributed to his darts. Intemper- 
eac has deranged 4 men and 2 women. 
There are 11 cases of epilepsy, 5 through 
religion; 7 from injuries to the head, G8 
from unknown causes, 7 from financial 
losses and stock speculations. There is 
one case from indigestion, one, a boy 
14 years of age, from too close applica- 
tion to study, who has since been dis- 
charged. 
Domestic 
troubles 
have 


claimed one victim of each sex. 
Three 


women became cruzy through loss of 
children, aud the groan-eyed monster 
has upset two more—Jahauiiab. King, a 
native of Ireland, 37 years of age, sent 
from Eureka on the 17th of February, 
1878, and Fredpricu Shnuey, born in 
Germany, 27 years old nud sent from 
Storey county uti the 19th of September, 
1879.
